Looking back at the November 


elections I note that the proposed 
new Arkansas state constitution 
was defeated decisively—a voter 
reaction 
that was 
general 


throughout the nation. 


I voted an absentee ballot from 


Florida in all elections, being 
down there four months for eye 
and dental surgery—and Florida 
citizens, like our own, rejected 
various changes in that state's 
constitution. 


In The Star of Nov. 6, which I 


received at Sarasota, Fla., an 
Associated Press dispatch from 
Little Rock quoted Robert W. 
Meriwether, associate professor 
of political science at Hendrix 
college, as citing four reasons for 
defeat of the proposed con- 
stitution in Arkansas: 


1. Opposition of county of- 


ficials. 


2. Opposition of the voters to 


proposed increases in local 
governmental power. 


3. Fear and apathy among the 


people. 


4. Misrepresentation of the 


facts by avowed opponents of 
constitutional change. 


The third point—apathy of the 


people—is, I believe, closest to 
the truth. Practically alone 
among the states, Illinois sup- 
ported constitutional reform- 
but, as retiring local State 
Representative Talbot Feild, Jr., 
pointed out to me upon my return 
home.Illinois had no issues other 
than the constitutional one—with 
the result that only a sparse 
number of voters turned out for 
the election. Wherever there was 
a big turnout constitutional 
reform was rejected. 


Arkansas had a full election 


slated and the new constitution 
was beaten. 


Hempstead county divided 


almost evenly on the issue of the 
constitution- with 2,687 For, to 
2,863 Against. Perhaps our close

Jarring arrived in New York 


Saturday night but refused to 
predict when the indirect Arab-

after the Knesset, Israel's par- 
liament, endorsed the govern- 
ment's decision to start talking 
again.

SPORTS 
Bobcats Win, 
Girls Lose 
in Overtime

Saturday night in the first two 
basketball games of the new 
year, the Hope Bobcats won a 
decisive 
victory over 
the 


Ouachita Warriors, 86-76, after 
the Ladycats lost a hard fought 
game, 59-55, in one overtime. 


Only holding a 36-34 halftime 


lead, Hope finally started hitting 
the net in the second half, and 
although the Bobcats were 
without the services of John 
Dudley, showed some explosive 
offensive power. 


Falling quickly behind, 8-5, the 


Bobcats tied the score at nine all 
with 3:20 left in the first period. 
Shots by Bill Rowland and 
Parker Powell gave Hope a 15-11 
lead, but only three points left 
the Bobcats trailing at the end of 
the first period, 19-18. 


Four points by Lynn Norton 


and one by Rowland tied the 
score at 23 all midway into the 
second quarter, but a cold streak 
by the Bobcats left the Warriors 
with 28-23 lead with 3:55 to go in 
the first half. However, after 
Norton and Powell both hit hot 
streaks Hope surged ahead for 
good and held a 36-34 halftime 
margin. 


Coming back out in the second 


half the Bobcats took full charge 
of the game and after building up 
a sizeable lead coasted in the rest 
of the way for their sixth win 
against three losses. 


Norton opened the second half 


with six straight points and after 
Powell and Rowland connected, 
Hope held a 46-43 margin. With 
all five of the Hope players 
hitting two points each, the 
Bobcats pushed out to a 57-45 
margin and later after guard 
Buddy Ingram hit a last second 
basket, the Bobcats held a 62-53 
lead with one quarter left to play. 


Ouachita's Danny McMahen 


opened the last quarter with a 
two pointer but seconds later 
Norton hit a free throw and 
Ingram popped in two quick 
baskets to stretch the lead back 
out to ten points. Later with Hope 
leading 69-59, the Bobcats took a 
time out and after play resumed 
Ouachita outscored the Cats 13-5 
to pull within two, 74-72. 


Now, with just 2:12 left to play, 


Hope capitalized on various foul 
shots to push back out in front 
with a sizable lead and win. 


Norton led the Bobcat scoring 


attack with 26 points followed by 
Powell with 22, Rowland hitting 
14,Briggs scoring 13,and Ingram 
popping in 11. Randy Hathcock 
led Ouachita with 28 points. 


Earlier the Ladycats were 


beaten in overtime 59-55, after at 
one time building up a 14 point 
lead in the fourth quarter. This 
lowers their record to 4-5 for the 
season. 


Hope took a quick 3-1 lead on a 


basket and free throw by Dee 
Singleton, but with 4:38 left in the 
first quarter, Ouachita tied the 
score and then with both teams 
exchanging points, Diane Evans 
Wt three points to give the 
Warriorettes an 11-8 lead with 
1:51 left in Uie quarter. 


Seconds later, after Janet 


McCain exchanged two points 
with Evans, the quarter ended 
with Ouachita leading, 15-12. 


Singleton opened the second 


quarter with a basket and after 
McCain hit two points, Singleton 


put Hope back in the lead, 18-17, 
with 5:31 left in the first half. 


After Ouachita took a lime out 


with 3:08 left in the half, guard 
Judy Reyenga stole the ball and 
threw downcourl to McCain who 
flipped it in for a 26-20 margin. 
Four points by Betty Podden 
gave Hope a 30-24 halftime lead. 


Moving into the second half, 


the Ladycats began widening 
their lead on baskets by McCain 
and Singleton and after Rodden 
put two more points on the board, 
Hope held a 40-29 lead with 4:29 
left in the third period. Four 
points each by Singleton and 
McCain gave the Ladycats a 48- 
34 margin, heading into the last 
quarter. 


After McCain hit two points for 


a 50-36 Hope lead, the Ladycats 
lead began to decrease as only 
McCain and Singleton could hit 
any points, while the sharp- 
shooting ability of Kay Gray led 
Ouachita's comeback bid that 
lied the score with 30 seconds 
left. 


With the score knotted at 55 all 


at the end of regulation play, the 
teams moved into overtime 
where Ouachita hit the only 
points for their victory. 


Leading Hope was McCain 


with 25 points, followed 
by 


Singleton with 20, and Rodden 
hitting 10, while Gray hit 30 for 
Ouachita. 


Defensive standout for Hope 


were Reyenga, Cindy Hollis and 
Sandra Hamilton, with Janice 
Hobson and Sharon Brown also 
seeing action.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 


Coach Tom Landry of the Dal- 
las Cowboys readily admits he 
thought his team's chances of 
reaching the big money of the 
National Football League Super 
Bowl were a flat zero just six 
short weeks ago. 


Yet these same big Cowboys 


now prepare to battle Balti- 
more's Colts in the premier 
football show at Miami on Jan. 
17. 


"Baltimore's offense will pro- 


vide much the same challenge 
as did the 49ers," reasoned Lan- 
dry after his team of desire beat 
San Francisco 17-10 on Sunday 
in chilly Kezar Stadium to cap- 
ture the championship of the 
National Football Conference. 


Going back less than two 


months, Dallas had just lost to 
St. Louis 38-0 and early in the 
season had fallen to Minnesota 
by an astounding 54-13. 


And there was that history of 


the Cowboys losing big games 
—title battles to Green Bay in 
1966 and 1967 and failing to get 
past the first playoff rounds the 
next two years. 


History didn't repeat when 


they battled the 49ers. With a 
tremendous running game pow- 
ered by rookie Duane Thomas 
and gutsy Walt Garrison, Dallas 
beat the favored 49ers. 


That knocked off the second 


West Coast hopeful for the Su- 
per Bowl. Only hours earlier in 
Baltimore the Colts whipped 
Oakland 27-17 in the American 
Conference finale. 


Landry declared the victory 


over the 49ers must take the 
"loser onus" off his Cowboys— 
although he pointed out quickly 
"there is one game left." 


He feels quarterbacks John 


Brodie of the 49ers and Johnny 
Unitas of the Colts present simi- 
lar problems. 


"Brodie was fabulous this sea- 


son and I think I aged 20 years 
in the second half Sunday," he 
declared. "When you play Balti- 
more, you're playing another 
great pro in Unitas. 


"Baltimore, like San Francis- 


co, is a passing team with great 
receivers. They'll give us about 
the same challenge as did the 
49ers." 


Thomas, a 220-pound rookie 


from West Texas State, scored 
the touchdown that broke a 3-3 
tie in partisan Kezar and Garri- 
son scored the one that made 
the final difference on a five- 
yard pass from quarterback 
Craig Morton. 


First-half scoring came on a 


16-yard field goal by Bruce Gos- 
sett of the 49ers and a 21-yarder 


by Dallas' Mike Clark. 


There were keys to the victo- 


ry and keys to the previous six 
games the Cowboys had won in 
succession after being only 5-4 
after lhat one-sided loss to St. 
Louis. 


"Lee Roy Jordan's intercep- 


tion was the real key play," 
Landry declared in a steaming, 


dressing 
room. 


"But the key to the game was 
our ability to run the football." 


A later key was a pass in- 


terference penalty.' 


On Jordan's interception, Bro- 


die had been dropped at his 14 
for a seven-yard loss by Dave 
Edwards. He threw next, a low 
one that Jordan caught at his 
shoetops at the 17 and returned 
to the 13, setting up Thomas' 
run for the game's first touch- 
down with four minutes gone in 
the second half. 


"I was trying to throw it into 


the ground," Brodie admitted. 


"The guy made a great play." 
Thomas, who gained 143 yards 


rushing during the game, credit- 
ed his offensive line for the Dal- 
las touchdown on the ensuing 
play. 


"I misread the blocks and 


started to go outside before I 
realized I was supposed to go in- 
side tackle and when I correct- 
ed, the hole was still there," 
Thomas declared. "That shows 
just how great our line really 
is."

them." 


Another aide indicated the 


White House is hoping the 
broadcasters will ask general- 
ized questions instead of making 
inquiries keyed closely to cur- 
rent news developments. 


But press secretary Ronald L. 


ziegler said no restrictions have 
been placed on types of ques- 
tions that may be asked or on 
subjects to be explored.
